Paris, Dee. 4. — The Supreme 
Council spent the greater part of to¬ 
day’s session discussing the attitude 
of Germany towards the signing of 
the Protocol putting the Peace 
Treaty into effect, Germany’s repre¬ 
sentatives. having declared they could 
not sign it in the present form, in¬ 
cluding the provision for reparation 
for the German warships sunk at 
Scapa Flow, and other features ob¬ 
jectionable to them. The form of 
the note to Germany on this ques¬ 
tion Was considered but no final de¬ 
cision reached. It is anticipated 
that the reply to the German note 
the Scapa Flow question will con¬ 
tain very strong representations as 
to the consequences of further resis¬ 
tance. 

The Council decided to give the 
email powers possessing sea coasts a 
few of the smaller German torpedo 
boats. 

Adriatic Question. 

London, Dec. 4.—An agreement 
which it is hoped will solve the Ad¬ 
riatic cwestion has been prepared in 
Paris by the British, French and Am¬ 
erican Peace representatives for sub¬ 
mission to Italy, according to a pri¬ 
vate despatch. Clemenceau 
Under Secretary of State Polk, are 
said to have signed the agreement 
and it is understood Great Britain is 
prepared to sign, upon which the 
agreement will be handed over to 
the Italian plenipotentiary in Paris. 

Not In Germany’s Interest. 

Paris, Dec. 4. — Frank L. Polk, 
head of the United States delegation 
to the Peace Conference, in an inter¬ 
view with Baron Kurt Von Eisner, 
chief German representative told 
him that Germany should not inter¬ 
pret it as being in her favor any de¬ 
lay that might be encountered in 
ratifying the Versailles treaty at 
Washington.

The 
adoption of the resolution, they claim 
would percipitate a crisis by inflam¬ 
ing the Mexican Government against 
the United States.

Senator Hitchcock introduced a 
substitute resolution in committee 
which besides authorizing the Pre¬ 
sident to break diplomatic relation¬ 
ship with Mexico would pledge the 
support to him in any subsequent ac¬ 
tion he might decide upon.

ALLIED NOTE REGARDING DE¬ 
VELOPMENT OF MILITARY 
FORCES MADE PUBLIC. 

REPLY STATES REDUCTION OF 
ARMY TO STIPULATED LIMIT 
IS UNDER WAY. 

(By Canadian Press.) 

Berlin, Dec. 4.—The Government 
today gave out the text of the Allied 
note of December 1st, protesting 
against the development of Germany’s 
military forces. The note refers to 
the formation of bodies outside the 
actual army, such hs the Public Ser- 
curity Police, Volunteer Guard and 
Citizens’ Guard, in contravention, it 
declared, of the Peace Treaty. The 
note says the organizing of these 
bodies ‘may be interpreted as an in¬ 
tention on the part of Germany not to 
fulfill the terms of the treaty,” and 
it requests the German Government 
to abolish these forces or to reduce 
them in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of the treaty. 

An Explanation. 

[ According to a semi-official explan¬ 
ation issued here, the Government de¬ 
nies any intention of increasing the 
army. It declares that the reduction 
of the army to the stipulated limit of 
200,000 is in full swing, and it ex¬ 
presses regret that there has never 
been a beginning of mutual discus¬ 
sion with the Entente on the subject 
of the strength of the policing forces 
which Germany finds it necessary to 
maintain in the interests of public 
security, although Germany several 
months ago suggested such a discus¬ 
sion.

CAUCHON AND HIS SCHEME. 

A petition to the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment from the City Council of St. 
Catharines asking that the old Wel¬ 
land Canal, which has not been used 
for nearly half a century, be set aside 
for park purposes; likewise 
"Mountain” or ridge running from 
Hamilton to the Niagara River, the 
whole thing to be a continuation of 
Victoria Park, Niagara Falls. 

The St. Catharines Council 
been influenced to petition for 
Provincial improvement by an 
dress delivered by Naulon iCauchon, 
Consulting Engineer, of Ottawa,. His 
audience also heard him advocate the 
damming of the Grand River and the 
diversion in part of the water to Dun- 
das, where a drop of 300 feet could 
be obtained, allowing the Niagara 
district to be irrigated. 

This is the project first outlined in 
Galt by Mr. Cauchon a few months 
ago. He stakes his reputation 
engineer on the feasibility of the 
same. 

It is understood the damming 
necessary to accomplish the flow to 
IDundas is planned for this vicinity. 

Galt has not forgotten the W. H. 
Breithappt plan for a couple of stor¬ 
age dams at the headwaters of the 
Grand to conserve freshet wkter and 
assure a steady flow during the Vum- 
^ mer months. Embodied in this 
scheme is a proposal for an addition 
of 5000 horse power. Mr. Breit- 
baupt emphatically, states that his 
project is feasible—that it was so, 
from a financial standpoint, when 
bituminous coal was forty per cent 
cheaper than it is today. 

These' two, engineers see 
Grand River potential power that 
should stir Jhese municipalities and 
the Provincial Government to action. 
With coal becoming scarcer and hard¬ 
er to obtain yearly it does seem as 
if self-interest should lead the muni¬ 
cipalities of this valley to plan for 
the future in the development of all 
available water powers. The Grand 
River serves us in a way. In s 
at the break-up of winter, its 
atteutio'n makes manufacturers and 
employes almost take to the roofs for 
safety. At that time and for weeks 
after it discharges enough to fill a 
dozen basins as large as Mr. Breit- 
liaupt contemplates. All this goes 
to waste as an industrial element. 
Conservation would put a lot of this 
water in storage basins, cutting down 
our spring floods and providing for 
steady tapping of the reservoirs dur¬ 
ing the dry season. Things that 
seemed impossible of accomplishment 
a few years ago, when our problems 
were few and not Very hard, now 
loom up in the realm of the possible. 
Ontario is being forced into action 
buttress herself against a stoppage of 
coal supplies from Pennsylvania. 
The white coal of this Province, for¬ 
tunately for us, makes the future 
look promising. Forgotten and par¬ 
tially planned projects for securing 
power are being .resurrected under 
the stress of cbal conditions that 
keeping the country on edge and in a 
state of anxiety that can scarcely, 
from the point of view of the indi¬ 
vidual consumer, be over described. 
Science is at hand to provide the Pro¬ 
vince with remedies and. Science 
should be allowed free play in solving 
for us the power problem in its wid¬ 
est sense.

The London Times says: Tatten- 
ha m Corner; Epson Downs, fails to 
shelter just now a very glaring 
ample of waste.

‘BIG SIX” DIDN’T RULE WITH AN

PAT MORAN IS A REAL PILOT,

Larry Kopf, the infielder of the 
Cincinnati Reds, has been telling 
the story of his baseball life for 
winter reading in one of the home 
town papers back in Connecticut, 
and judging from some of the state¬ 
ments he makes his brief “retire¬ 
ment” from the game previous to 
the opening of the 1919 season 
wasn’t because he did not want to 
play ball. Evidently he didn’t like 
the way Christy Mathewson had 
managed the Reds—when Pat Moran 
was named to succeed Matty, the 
Kopf “retirement” ended, and more 
than that, he concluded he would 
play in Cincinnati and nowhere else. 

In the course of one of his inter¬ 
views, Kopf is asked if he thinks the 
Reds could have won the National 
league pennant with Mathewson 
managing them. And he answers— 
“We might have, hut, not to be¬ 
little Matty’s ability as a manager, 
his methods of management were 
so different from those of Moran 
that I have my doubts about it. 

“You see, Matty allowed us to go 
along and do as we pleased when it 
came to the stages of a game where 
the players as a general thing like 
to have the advice of their leader. 
When we would ask Matty what to 
>; to either lay the ball down for 
bunt or lilt ’er out, the manager, 
sitting on the bench, would lift one 
leg over the other and say: 

And This for an Answer. 
“You’re a ball player, are you 
not? You are being paid for being 
one: you ought to know what to do. 
Now go in and let’s see how you 
come out.” 

Matty (lfi® not seem to be willing 
to take any responsibility and left 
it entirely to us to decide what to 
do. I am free to say though that 
he did not heap the blame on us if 
play did not carry through suc¬ 
cessfully. Neither did he, accept the 
blame. He just let it pass over and 
3 apparently very little disturbed. 
‘Players want a leader who will 
advise them and direct them at 
critical times; to be forceful and 
decisive and act quickly on the spur 
of the moment, but Matty seldom 
did that. He was too easy-going. 
We like a manager who will give us 
call once in a while. It puts pep 
into us and also gives us confidence. 

’Well, just such a manager is 
Pat Moran. He is not rough spoken 
to his men. In fact, he is the eas¬ 
iest and nicest manager to get along 
with that I ever played under. Still 
he would tell us when we failed to 
carry out his orders and what we 
ought to have done. He was firm

The following is part of an inter¬ 
esting-editorial that recently appear¬ 
ed in one" of the most prominent pa¬ 
pers in 'Warsaw: 

Whoever wants to speak to oifr 
Premier must appear first before Mrs. 
Helen Paderewski. This applies as 
well to individuals as to delegations, 
to private as to public affairs. “ The 
secretaries of the Premier send ev¬ 
eryone to that lacjy, who, taking ad¬ 
vantage of her legal union with the 
Premier, and although no one ap¬ 
pointed her to that office, plays the 
part . of. a minister and forces every¬ 
one. who has some business with her 
husband to speak to her first. And 
;'What’s more, Mrs. Helen has even her 
, special aide-de-camp. If Mrs. Pader¬ 
ewski possessed political genius, if it 
could be hope that the influence she 
exercises upon the affairs is a good 
one, then we could perhaps connive at 
this “petticoat government.”

developed into an interesting topic in 
business Canada. That trade at pres- 
doeg not worry. federal statisticians 
who keep record of the nation’s busi- 
dealings abroad, but it has won¬ 
derfully bright possibilities.

There is another aspect of Canadian 
■foreign trade that will be greatly; 
modified, if not entirely removed, as 
the country’s commerce with outside 
lands grows by the utilization of our 
.national vessels. In Canada we have 
been, at the losing end. as far as a 
considerable list of imports has been 
concerned. Our friends to the south 
have been acting as intermediary. 
They have been importing goods from, 
other lands, and we have been im¬ 
porting from .them.?? There seems to 
be no valid reason why this unsatis¬ 
factory. system of conducting business 
should go on now that we have the 
ships to bring tbe goods ■ in question 
from foreign lands to Canadian ports. 
There is no valid reason why Ameri¬ 
can vessels and American railroads 
and American brokers should profit 
out of the handling of these Canadian 
imports, if the National ships of Can¬ 
ada can bring the goods direct to 
Canadian shores. 

An Actual Barrier. 

Officers-of the Canadian Government 
Merchant Marine, Limited, and Cana¬ 
dian National Railways,, in seeking, 
tonnage for the National boats, 
find this'feature of Canadian trading 
be a real barrier in the finding of 
cargo.

(Experimental Farms Note.3 
While beans have long been grown 
and appreciated in certain parts of 
Canada for table use, both in the 
green state and in the form of the 
ripened seed, this crop has not been 
as extensively cultivated as would be 
desirable.
